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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-2, 4-11, 14-20, 41-61 and 63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) and 
102(e) as being anticipated by Reiley (2002/0123806; cited by Applicant). 

Reiley discloses the claimed invention including a facet prosthesis having 
superior and inferior implants, e.g., 28, 50 and a translaminar fixation system 
comprising, e.g., screws 32, spikes, surface treatments or other means known in the art 
(see, e.g., Figs 5 and 7 and paragraphs 0045, 0052, 0058 and 0061). The implant 
comprises articulating surfaces that are concave and convex and are smooth and 
configured to articulate in multiple directions while in contact with each other (see, e.g., 
para. 0053). The device may be formed of common implant materials such as titanium 
chrome cobalt, polyethylene, ceramic, etc. (see, e.g., para. 0043). Moreover, the device 
may have a porous coating, biologic treatment, or surface treatment, etc., (see, e.g., 
para. 0061). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 12, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Reilly (2002/0123806; cited by Applicant). 

Reilly discloses the claimed invention except for the explicitly reciting that the 
inferior implant is configured to interact with the translaminar fixation mechanism such 
that the translaminar fixation mechanism is offset from about 0 degrees to about 15 
degrees and the superior and inferior implants range from about 2 mm thick to about 15 
mm thick (although it is noted that the figures would indicate that the portions of the 
device are in fact approximately within these ranges). Nevertheless, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
construct the device of Reilly with the inferior implant being configured to interact with 
the translaminar fixation mechanism such that the translaminar fixation mechanism is 
offset from about 0 degrees to about 15 degrees and the superior and inferior implants 
range from about 2 mm thick to about 15 mm thick, e.g., to accommodate the varying 
needs of individual patients (note para. 0051 in this regard), since it has been held that 
where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the 
optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 105 USPQ 
233. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments pertaining to the claims as amended in the reply filed 06 
May 2009 have been considered and are persuasive for the reasons advanced by 
Applicant, but are moot in view of the newly discovered grounds of rejection, as set forth 
above.

Applicant's amendment directed to the entire area of the surfaces being smooth, 
as set forth in the claims, necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
